JUDGING MEATS, 


How to Tell the Different Cuts When 
You Are Marketing. 

In considering how to buy meat, says 

/ ily Oaxworth Wallace, lecturer on 
| domestic science, we must look nt the 
relative cost as compared with the 
| nutriment to be gained from the differ. 
j ent culs, no less than at the qualities 
which go to make good meat. The 
most expensive portions of the animal 
) are not necessarily the best, for greater 


® cheaper cut, provided proper care 
und time are allowed for the cooking. 

Much unnecessary expense im incur- 
red in housekeeping because of the 
fact that meals are not planned suf- 
ficiently in advance to allow of (he use 
of cheaper cuts of meat, which, in 
order to be palatable, must be cooked 
long and slowly. 

The meat of young animals is more 
tender but at the same time Jess nutri- 
tious than that from animals of ma- 
ture growth. 

Beef and mutton, the standard meats,

Neat Hems. 

It is often difficnit to make a neat 
| looking bem on a skirt or coat made 
of very thick cloth, for unless it can 
be pressed very flat with a heavy iron, 
and sometimes cren then, there will 
be an unsightly bump or bulge at the 
point where the material Is turned in 
at the top of the bem and stitched. 

A good plan to follow when using 
thick material for a garment is to turn 
up the hem perfectly flat, without turn- 
ing in the top edge in the usual way; 
then baste a plece of tape the color of 
the material, or if the color cannot bo 
matched use black on dark material 
and white on light material over the 
raw edge of the hem and stitch it in 
place on both the upper and lower 
edges, 2 

By basting the tape in place the 
stitching can be done on the right side 
of the material, using the basting 
thread as a guide. 

In case of a wide hem where the ma- 
terial has to be laid fn little piaits at 
the top it can be made te lie flat by 
| slashing the hem down from the top 
for an inch, then lapping the material 
over, (hus making only two thicknesses 
| of material instead of three, as would 
| be the case with a plait. 

Silk seam binding can be used in- 
stead of tape if you desire, but that 
does not wear so well as {ape aud will 
hae to be replaced when woro 
through.

The Spanish sauce is composed of 
juices extracted from a .wusixture of 
ham, veal, chicken and pheasant. Ve- 
loute is similar, but is uot colored. 
Bechamel is Veloute to which cream 


| has been added, and the German sauce 
| is Velonte plus the yolks of eggs.—

EGYPT’S GREEN SUN. 


A Phenomenon That Was Commented | 


Upon by the Ancients, 
The appearance of a green light at 
| sunset was voticed and commented 
upon by 
more particularly so because In the 
clear air of Egypt the tints of sunset 
are peculiarly distinct. 

As the sun there descends nearer 
and nearer to the horizon and is im- 
mensely enlarged and flaming it sud- 
denly becomes for an instant a bril- 
liantly green color, and immediately a 
series of green rays suffuses the sky in 
many directions, well night to the ze- 
nith. The same phenomenon appears at 
sunrise, but to a smaller extent. Some- 


times, just as the last part of the sun's | 


disk vanishes, its color changes from 
green to blue, and so also after it has 
disappeared the sky near the horizon 
often is green, while toward the zenith 
it is blue, 

This was alluded to in Egyptian 
writings. Day was the emblem of life 
and night that of death, and the noc- 
turnal sun, being identified with Osiris, 
thus rendered Osiris king of the dead. 
The setting sun was green; 

! Osiris, ns the uocturnal deity of the 
dead, was painted green. ‘The splendid 
coffins of the high priests of Ammon 
frequently depict the green sun, and | 
the funeral deities are all colored 

| green. 

There are innumerable instances in 
the Egyptian relics of representations 

| relative to death being colored green. 
The practice ugpoubtedly arose from 
the green tints of sunrise and sunset. 
The green sun disk is referred to 5,000 
years ago in Egypt. This is the earli- 
est known buman record of an as- 
tronomical phenomenon.

FUN FOR THE ROWDIES. 


Pevelries of the Mohocks In London In 
} the Old Days. 
| Some curious particulars of the dan- 
gers of London streets in the old days 
are given in an article on “The Scow- 
rers and the Mobhocks” in a British 
magazine. The favorite practice of the 
Scowrers was to invade some tavern 
In the evening, drive out the cus- 
| tomers, ill treat the proprietor and bis 

attendants, wreck the premises and, 
tbove all, “roar.” Steele tells of the 

Mohocks, one of whose pastimes was 
to “inclose’ women in casks and roll 
them down the street.” In 1712 a roy- 
| al proclamation was issued offering a 
| reward of £100 for the apprebension of 
any Mohock. 

Soon after the accession of George 
1V. to the throne in 1820 there was a 
{recrudescence, though in a milder 
| form, of Mohock fowdyism, and at- 
| tacks on the watch—"boxing the Char- 
| lies,” as the phrase went—once more 
| Docume fashionable among the wilder 
spirits of London. These revelries, 
however, were rudely disturbed by the 
establishment in 1820 by Sir Robert 
Peel of an efficient body of police. 

Yet again in early Victorian days 
| there was another Mohock outburst 
under the auspices of the Marquis of 
Waterford, and once more knockers 
and bell handles were wrenched off, 
public monuments injured, lights ex- 
| tinguished and crockery smashed. This 
| form of bumor, however, was quite 
| wasted upon the local authorities, the 
) marquis being promptly knocked down 
by a watchman and token up halt 
dead. The same authority tells us that 
| In the following year he and some oth- 
fer men of fashion were ‘convicted at 
Derby assizes of trying to overturn a 
caravan, screwing up a toll barkeeper 
and painting houses and people red, 
For these recreations they were fined 
£100 apiece. 


SHADOW OF THE MOON. 
gia idlinceendd 
Its Rapidity of Motion as Shown Ina 
Solar Eclipse. 

Probably the fastest motion that man 
| can perceive with his cyes is that of 
}the shadow of the moon across the 
earth in a solar eclipse. 
practically that of the moon in its or- 
| bit, which is about 2,000 miles an bour. 
This is roughly half a mile a second. 
Now, ff a person were to be stationed 
ov a mountain whence he could sce 
| for some miles he could actually watch 
the approach of the shadow and keep 
; his eye on its edge. Of course the 
shade would cover the whole landscape 
| for any one person. 

From the testimony of many men 
who have witnessed the phenomenon 
in such circumstances it is a terrible 
and awe inspiring spectacle. ‘Thus 
| Forbes of Turin: “I confess it was the 
most terrifying sight 1 ever saw. As 
| always happens in the case of sudden, 
silent, unexpected movements, the 
spectator confounds real and relative 
motion. I felt almost giddy for a mo- 
ment, as though the massive building 
| under me bowed on the side of the 
coming eclipse.” Another view is de- 
scribed by Langley: “The bright cloud 

I saw distinctly put out like a candle. 
| The rapidity of the shadow and the in- 

tensity produced a feeling that some 

thing material was sweeping over the

The School Headache. 

The brain is such a delicate organ, so 
easily hanipered in development, that 
when headache, which fs, in a sense, 
pain in the braiv, is complained of it 
should receive immediate attention, 

It may result from defective sight 
It may be adenoids. In such a case 
the growths in the nose and throat pre- 
vent the child from breathing in a suf- 


ficient quantity of oxygen, and the 
brain is irritated by the defective qual- 
ity of the blood, The adenoids should 
be treated or removed, Overstrain or 


brain fag can be counteracted by regu 
lating lessons and providing more rest 
and sleep. 

Headache due to digestive disorders 
or anaemia is treated by careful diet, 
exercise and plenty of fresh air. 
Sweets, rich dishes, fatty, greasy foods, 
tea and coffee should be given up, at 
least till the child’s health equilibrium 
is re-established, Meals should be light 
and easily digested, It may be neces- 
sary to put the child on a milk diet for 


a time, in which case a tumblerful of 
milk should be given at each meal, 
witb such a simple dish as custard, soft 


boiled eggs, a little fish with thin bread 
and butter, until the digestive system 
is restored to its normal working tone. 
The teeth should not be overlooked in 
investigating the cause of ill bealth in 
the school child. Not only should they 
be carefully examined and attended to, 
but care should be taken that the child 
thoroughly chews every bite of food.
